other p arts as rap idly as possib le, 
and ev en now the v illag e is almost 
entirely deserted. 
The distu rb ance b eg an on Su n­ 
day ev ening with a shock which 
cau sed sev eral thou sand dollars’ 
worth of damag e to p rop erty in the 
v illag e and the su rrou nding cou n­ 
try , b eing more sev ere and more 
disastrou s in the v icinity of the 
Western Union Oil comp any ’s oil 
wells, on the Carrig a ranch. 
This 
shock was followed b y a nu mb er 
of distu rb ances less sev ere and less 
disastrou s, continu ing throu g h the 
remainder of Su nday nig ht and 
Monday afternoon. 
On Tu esday 
nig ht, b eg inning at 12 :io o’clock, 
there was another series of sev en 
shocks, ail of which were lig ht. 
The g eneral direction of these dis­ 
tu rb ances was east and west, and 
in action they resemb led the wav es 
on a p ond of water. 
The most sev ere shock of the en­ 
tire series occu rred at i *.30 o’clock 
this morning . 
The hills 
were 
shaken and twisted to their fou n­ 
dations, and the v alley s tremb led 
and rolled like the u nstab le su rface 
of the ocean. 
Great fissu res were 
ru n deep m the earth, hills and 
knolls ap p eared in lev el v alley s, 
sp ring s of water op ened in places 
that had b een dry , and the top og ­ 
rap hy of the v alley was g reatly 
chang ed in many respects. 
The distu rb ance had no g eneral 
direction,b u t was what was known 
as a “ twister.” It was preceded b y a 
ru mb ling like that of distant thu n­ 
der, which increased u ntil the earth 
b eg an to rock and twist and the 
hills b eg an to tremb le. 
With the 
first warning of the sou nd of the 
ap p roaching disaster the terror- 
stricken people ru shed into the 
streets and sou g ht places of safety 
in v acant lots and fields, while 
many fled toward the neig hb oring 
hills. 
The first v ib rations were 
similar to the p receding distu rb ­ 
ances in direction and effect, b u t 
they were immediately followed b y 
the most terrific shock ev er ex ­ 
p erienced in this section of the 
state. 
The earth tremb led and 
rolled and twisted u ntil it was im­ 
possib le for p eop le to stand erect, 
and the terror-stricken inhab itants 
crou ched tog ether in the darkness, 
fearfu l that the earth b eneath them 
mig ht op en and swallow them. 
Since the first disturbances Sun­ 
day nig ht there hav e been o v er 
sev enty distinct sho cks, and tho se 
who hav e been keeping reco rds 
hav e no w g iv en up, as the disturb­ 
ances hav e beco me almo st co ntinu­ 
o us.

Mayor Seth Low , of N ew Y o rk 
city, has taken cognizance of the 
rioting on the East Side Wednes­ 
day which attended the funeral of 
Rabbi Joseph by sending a formal 
request to 
Police 
Commissioner 
Partridge for a report of the dis­ 
turbance. 
In his note the mayor 
says : 
‘Such an incident is discredit­ 
able to our city and I want to be 
fully informed as to the origin of 
it, so as to be able, if possible, to 
see that tho£e who are lesponsible 
for it are properly dealt w ith.” 
A t its meeting in N e w Y o r k 
jesterday the board of aldermen 
adopted a resolution deploring the 
riot and calling upon the commis­ 
sioner of police to make a rigid in­ 
vestigation of the matter. 
The building 
occupied 
by R . 
Hce & Co., where the trouble oc­ 
curred, is being guarded by a de­ 
tail of ten policemen. 
Several em­ 
ployes of R . Hoe & Co. were ar­ 
raigned in court yesterday on the 
charges of assault in connection 
with Wednesday’ s outbreak. They 
were admitted to bail in Î500 each, 
and 
their cases 
continued until 
next Tuesday. 
Inspector Cross, 
who 
was 
in 
charge of the police during the dis­ 
turbance, submitted a detailed re­ 
port to Police Commissioner Part­ 
ridge. 
After giving various versions re­ 
lated to him as to what caused the 
riots, he says one peculiar feature 
is that bricks and other missiles 
which could not have been picked 
up in the street were found in the 
Factory, “ showing conclusively to 
my mind that those who broke the 
windows and destroyed the prop­ 
erty of Hoe & Co. came there pre­ 
pared to do what they 
did do, 
showing at the same time that the 
attack on Hoe & Co. 
was pre­ 
meditated.” 
Hebrews met 
yesterday after­ 
noon and formed what they called 
“ The East Side Vigilance Commit­ 
tee,” the purpose being to prose­ 
cute an investigation of the actions 
of the police during the riot W ed­ 
nesday. 
The Hebrews claim they 
were abused by the officers. 
A committee was appointed to 
collect evidence, 
which 
will be 
turned over to the law committee 
of the 
organization and in turn 
brought before the proper authori­ 
ties. 
Mayor L o w sent a message to 
the meeting saying in effect that 
he was desirous of locating the re­ 
sponsibility for the trouble.
